I, Janis van Akelijen, submit this Declaration in support of the Petition of 



Gerald E. Hespos. I have carefully reviewed the entire Petition of Gerald E. Hespos, 
and I concur with all the assertions made therein. I have worked with Gerald E. Hespos 
for seven (7) years as a legal secretary in connection with the preparation, filing and 
prosecution of patent applications. Our office policy is to closely check all newly filed 
applications for completeness and to identify all parts of an application on the return 
postcard that we file with the application. I am aware that an incomplete application 
could affect the filing date of an application and that the filing date is extremely 
important for applications that claim priority on a foreign application. As a result, I 
carefully check to ensure that each page of an application is present and readable and 
that each Figure referred to in the specification is present and readable. I then prepare 
a postcard that identifies the components of the application and I present the complete 
application package to Mr. Hespos or his partner for final review and execution of the 
transmittal documents. Normally, I would have no recollection about details relating to a

specific application that I filed eight weeks ago. In this instance, this was the first 
application for which I prepared an Information Data Sheet. I specifically remember 
taking considerable care and checking each part of the application, and I am certain that 
the application was filed with five (5) sheets of drawings as reflected on both the 
postcard and on the Information Data Sheet.
